Fans, detractors weigh Penn State coach’s 
legacy in wake of sexual abuse scandal

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. Penn State 
football coach Joe Paterno, the 
winningest coach in major col- 
lege football history who was fired 
in November over a child sexual 
abuse scandal involving an assistant 
that rocked the country died of 
lung cancer Sunday He was 85. 

Paterno won adoration from fans 
of the highly successful and profit- 
able Penn State football program and they unleashed invective at the 
university board of trustees who fired him unceremoniously after 
46 years as head coach, tarnishing his outsized legacy 




Equally outraged were his critics and 
advocates for victims of sexual abuse who 
faulted Paterno for his relative inaction 
upon hearing an accusation that former 
defensive coordinator Jerry Sandusky 
had sexually abused a young boy in the 
Penn State football showers in 2002. 

Paterno told university officials but 
not police, opening him to criticism that 
he protected an accused child molester 
for nine years. 

Sandusky 67, who has maintained his 
innocence, faces 52 criminal counts ac- 
cusing him of sexually abusing 10 boys 


over 15 years, using his position as head of 
a The Second Mile, a charity dedicated to 
helping troubled children, to find his vic- 
tims. The court placed him under house 
arrest. 

Waves of mourners descended on a 
makeshift shrine to Paterno outside the 
universit/s Beaver Stadium. They draped 
an American flag on a statue of Paterno 
and wrapped its neck with a Penn State 
scarf 

Sobbing at the statue’s feet was Dana 
Gordon, a 1982 graduate who blamed the 
school’s board of trustees for hastening 


Paterno’s death by firing him in a “caUous 
way” 

“The way the board treated him took a 
lot of the fight out of him,” Gordon said. 

The case raised questions about the 
measures the university took to protect 
Sandusky and a football program that 
Forbes magazine estimated made a profit 
of $53 million in 2010, especially since 
accusations against him first surfaced 
in 1998. At that time a university police 
detective admonished Sandusky to stop 
showering naked with boys but stopped 
short of bringing criminal charges. 


Sandusky sends condolences 

Former Penn State assistant coach Jerry Sandusky, 
accused in a child sex abuse scandal, expressed con- 
dolences for the death of former Penn State head foot- 
ball coach Joe Paterno on Sunday. 

“This is a sad day! Our family, [wife] Dottle and 
I would like to convey our deepest sympathy to 
[Paterno’s wife] Sue and her family,” Sandusky said in 
an emailed statement sent by his attorney. 

“Nobody did more for the academic reputation of 
Penn State than Joe Paterno. He maintained a high 
standard in a very difficult profession.” 

The criminal investigation against Sandusky contribut- 
ed to Paterno’s firing in November after 46 years as head 
coach. Sandusky has maintained his innocence, reuters

REDEYE EXAMINES 12 MONTHS 
OF HOMICIDES IN THE CITY

Chicago homicides were down 2 percent citywide last year compared with 
2010, but there were a few communities on the South and West sides that 
saw their homicide numbers rise, RedEye data shows. 

Chicago logged 440 homicides in 2011, down from 449 in 2010, a Red- 
Eye analysis of preliminary police data found. However, some areas— in- 
cluding Austin, Englewood and Woodlawn— saw an increase of 
30 percent or more in their homicide numbers from 2010 to 2011, accord- 
ing to RedEye data. 

Sgt. Antoinette Ursitti said Chicago police are compiling final homicide numbers 
for 2011 and would not comment until then. 

RedEye data shows that while overall homicide numbers were down, the number 
of gunshot fatalities rose from 364 victims in 2010 to 371 in 2011. The number of 
people stabbed and strangled to death were down in 2011 compared to the previ- 
ous year. 

The city saw improvement in homicide numbers in the summer months, 
typically the time of the year when violence rises. Homicide numbers 
were down in May June and August compared with 2010, but the city 
didn’t fare as well in the cold weather months. 

Homicides were up September through December compared 
with that same period in 2010, a trend that is continuing into 2012. 

While no homicide is typical, there are some patterns in violent 
crime. For example, gunshot victims tend to be young black males 
killed on the South Side. One in four assault and abuse victims 
were female. RedEye took a look at 2011 homicide statistics based 
on gender, race and age of the victims and the type, time and loca-

X-rays and stress tests to detect possible met- 
al fatigue are being conducted on a critical 
component of the CTAJs still-out-of-service 
new rail cars, according to officials from the 
CTA and the manufacturer. 

More than a month has passed since the 
trains were removed from service Dec. i6 and 
production of new cars was halted, officials 
said. Forty cars had been running on the Pink 
Line and 12 additional cars were delivered and 
being prepped for service when the decision 
to park them was made as a safety precaution^ 
CTA officials said. 

Until testing to identify the problem is com- 
pleted, both the Cl'A and Bombardier Irans- 
portation, the Canada-based rail car manufac- 
turer, will say little about the quality defects 
that first were found in November by Cl'A in- 
spectors on a part of steel wheel-bearing cast- 
ings called the journal bearing housing. 

ITie journal bearing housing is part of the 
car^s truck assembly, which contains the axles 
and wheels and attaches to the rail car chassis, 
Bombardier said. I'he journal bearing housing 
allows the movement of the wheels to be in- 
dependent of the axle. 

^''I'his is not a public process that we are 
going to air in public,^^ CTA spokeswoman 
Molly Sullivan said last week in response to 
repeated questions from the 'tribune about 
the production setback.

Insurgents kill 
178 in Nigeria 


KANO, Nigeria Gun and bomb attacks by 
Islamist insurgents in the northern Nige- 
rian city of Kano last week killed at least 178 
people, a hospital doctor said Sunday under- 
scoring the challenge President Goodluck 
Jonathan faces to prevent his country sliding 
further into chaos. 

A coordinated series of bomb blasts and 
shooting sprees mostly targeting police sta- 
tions Friday sent panicked residents of Nige- 
ria’s second biggest city of more than 10 mil- 
lion people running for cover. 

The scale of the carnage makes this by far 
the deadliest strike claimed by Boko Haram, 
a shadowy Islamist sect that started out as a 
clerical movement opposed to western edu- 
cation but has become the biggest security 


menace facing Africa’s top oil producer. 

“We have 178 people killed in the two main 
hospitals,” the senior doctor in Kano’s Murta- 
la Mohammed hospital said following Friday’s 
attacks, citing records from his own and the 
other main hospital of Nasarawa. 

Boko Haram has been blamed for killing 
hundreds of people in increasingly sophisti- 
cated bombings and shootings, mostly tar- 
geting security forces, establishment figures 
and more recently Christians, in the country 
of 160 million people split roughly evenly be- 
tween them and Muslims. 

A further 10 people were killed Sunday in 
Bauchi state, which neighbors Kano, when 
police fought gunmen attempting to rob a 
bank, the police said.

Yemeni president ieaves office 

Outgoing President All Abdullah Saleh apolo- 
gized for “any shortcoming” in his 33-year rule 
before leaving Yemen for the U.S. on Sunday, 
paving the way for a transfer of power after a 
year of unrest. 

The U.S. State Department confirmed it had 
given him a visa for medical treatment. 

Thousands of Yemenis protested Sunday 
against Saleh’s immunity and demanded he be 
put on trial for the killing of hundreds of demon- 
strators during a year of unrest that brought the 
impoverished Arabian Peninsula country to the 
verge of civil war. 


Islamists find voice in Egypt 

Egypt’s newly elected parliament convenes 
Monday for the first time since the downfall 
of Hosni Mubarak with Islamists dominating a 
legislature in which they once had no presence. 

Religious groups led by the Muslim 
Brotherhood’s Freedom & Justice party won 
235 of the 498 elected seats, or 47 percent of 
the total. 

While the elections were the freest in de- 
cades, the seven weeks of voting failed to allay 
tensions between the activists who ousted 
Mubarak and the military council that took 
power from him.

Giffords to resign 


PHOENIX Rep. Gabrielle Giffords, shot in 
the head during a shooting spree in Tucson, 
Ariz., last year, said Sunday she will step 
down this week from Congress to focus on 
her recovery 

“I have more work to do on my recovery, 
so to do what is best for Arizona I will step 
down this week,” Giffords said, posting the 
announcement on social media including 
Twitter, Facebook and TbuTube. 

“Fm getting better. Every day my spirit is 
high. I will return and we will work together 
for Arizona and this great country Thank you 
very much,” she added. 

Giffords’ office said the congresswoman 
would submit her letter of resignation this 


week to House Speaker John Boehner and 
Arizona Gov Jan Brewer. 

Giffords, a Democrat who gained a repu- 
tation as a centrist, is serving her third term. 
She plans to attend President Obama’s State 
of the Union address to Congress on Tuesday 

Brewer said Arizona law required her to 
hold a special election to determine Giffords’ 
replacement. 

Giffords was shot through the head Jan. 8 , 
2011, when a gunman opened fire at a congres- 
sional outreach meeting in Tucson, killing six 
people and wounding 12. Giffords’ office said 
she would meet privately with some of the 
people who attended that event before leav- 
ing office. 


S. Carolina, Norris 
pick Gingrich 

Newt Gingrich’s victory in 
South Carolina’s Republican 
presidential primary Saturday 
raises the stakes in the next 
contest in Florida. 

Gingrich won 40 percent 
of the vote in South Carolina. 
Mitt Romney, a former 
Massachusetts governor, 
ran second with 28 percent, 
with 99 percent of the vote 
counted. 

“Walker, Texas Ranger’’ 
himself. Chuck Norris, also en- 
dorsed Gingrich in a blog post 
over the weekend. 


Boehner: Obama’s 
message ‘pathetic’ 

House Speaker John Boehner 
called President Obama’s 
upcoming State of the Union 
speech “pathetic” for rehash- 
ing stale Democratic priorities, 
even as Republicans are dou- 
bling-down on their own agen- 
da that found little traction out- 
side the GOP-led House. 

“It sounds to me like the 
same old policies that we’ve 
seen: more spending, higher 
taxes more regulation,” 
Boehner said Sunday. 

“If that’s what the president is 
going to talk about Tuesday 
night, I think it’s pathetic.” 


‘At Last’ singer 
Etta James dead at 73 

Etta James, the earthy blues 
and R&B singer, died Friday of 
complications from leukemia. 
She was 73. 

Perhaps the quintessential 
R&B diva, James, who was 
born and lived much of her life 
in L.A., was equally at home 
singing unadulterated blues, 
searing R&B and sophisticated 
jazz. She was adored by rock’s 
elite and was inducted into 
the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
in 1993. 

She is best known for “At 
Last,” the powerhouse ballad 
that became a hit in 1961.
